GJ9.R. 475(E) .—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 146 of the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 
S of 1925), as modified by the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs number S.O. 63(E) 
dated the 3rd February, 1978, issued under sub-section (1), 
read with sub-sections (2) and (3), of section 72 of the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Sikh Gurdwaras Board Election Rules, 1959 
namely :— 

1, Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Sikh Gurdwaras Board Election (Second Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of the publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Sikh Gurdwaras Board Election Rules, 1959, 
in rule 6,— 

(i) in sub-rule (2), the words “at every post office", shall 
be omitted ; 

(li) in the proviso, the words “nor at any post office in 
the area served by which no voter has been regis¬ 
tered as a resident” shall be omitted; 

(iii) after the proviso, the following proviso shall be in¬ 
serted, namely,— 

“Provided further that the roll published at the office 
of the Deputy Commissioner shall not be rende¬ 
red invalid on the ground merely that it does not 
contain the roll in relation to any part or parts 
of a constituency which have become inaccessi¬ 
ble due to climatic conditions or otherwise.".
